I>uili ik The spring a ml lall welinvcloiig 
periods of height weather, with little 
ramniuht or day. ami daring the s'o 
culled rainy season, fiom .lime to Sep 
tcmlnV, when showeT.*t > eolne almost 
• laily. eont imieil storms are of rare 
oeeurrenee. At lirst .it w ill takenearl.y 
all <lay t o develop t lie eomlit ions fora 
shower, and wa shall generally- have 
rain in the afternoon. Then, as the 
'Season progresses', the showers will 
eonie oil earlier m the ilay. hilt as a 
'genera I rule t hey will elear away hy 
early cniidle light. ami the niuht will 
lie hriuht ami heaul iful as only Flor- 
ida niuhtsean he. However warm it 
ma'y have heen throiiuh the day.the 
elearness of our upper air induce* an 
immediate radiation after the sun goes 
down, whit'll rapidly preeipitates the 
moist lire, and with il o' her impurit its. 
from I lie air. ami leaves if sdefeaTTVlid 
hriuht that even when there is no 
moon it is never very dark, the stars 
shining with sueli height ness, that one 
unused toil will freipienIly look for 
some ot her sol live ol light to .'leeount 
for the muisiial ease with which lie 
sees surrounding objects. My land or 
hydakc, one may always find his way 
on a idea r night hy nat lire’s light alone, 
if lie w ill only lea ve at home t in- garish 
and iinrcunant ie ’ lantern Nat lire 
illuminates the whole world at once, 
and lie who would see it aright must 
learn to adjust his eyes to her light, 
for the lies! lantern in the world can 
only show a very small field at a 
lime, and the impression produced 
must he correspondingly limited and
